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THOUGHTS ON THE 
PURIFICATION 
The Lights of Candlemas 


Away they pass at Candlemas: 
They sparkle and they die.” 


O* last Thursday all Christen- 
“ dom will be celebrating the 
festival which English-speaking 
Catholics all the world over agree 
in calling “Candlemas.” But this 
title does not occur in the missal or 
office book of the Church, any more 
than does “Low Sunday,” the name 
popularly given to the first Sunday 
after Easter. The official name, 
the Church’s name, for Thursday’s 
festival is “the Purification of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary.” Where, then, 
do the candles come in? Let us see. 


The Jewish law, which Christ 
came “not to destroy. but to fulfill,” 
ordained that a mother should pre- 
sent her first male child in the tem- 
ple forty days after birth and 
should. make an offering for her 
own purification. Thu$ then did the 
Virgin Mother forty days after 
Christmas, on the day we now call 
Candlemas. And in the Temple 
the old man Simeon, who had been 
spared to see the Lord’s Anointed, 
welcomed Him with the lovely can- 
ticle—one of the three written 
down for us by St. Luke—-known as 
Nunc Dimittis—of which the last 
words are these: “A Light to light- 
en the Gentiles, and to be the glory 
of Thy people Israel.”’ 


Candlemas Tapers 


“A Light to lighten,” or to give 
light. Here, then, comes in the 
symbolism of our candles. They) 


are blessed before Mass, like the, 
ashes on Ash Wednesday and the) 
palms on Palm Sunday, and dis-| 
tributed to the faithful. And at 
certain parts of Mass, just as the 
aged Simeon held his Lord, true 
Light of the world, so at this joy- 
ous celebration— the Mass of the 
Candles—we hold our lighted ta- 
pers, emblematic of Him, the true 
Light, Sun of Justice, bright and 
morning Star. And all through 
the service comes, ever and again, 
the echo or refrain of the Gospel 
song, “A Light to lighten the Gen- 
tiles,” until the Mass is ended and 
the candles are extinguished. 

“The Lord, whom ye seek, shall 
suddenly come to His Temple.” This 
prophecy of Malachi sounds in my 
ears as I write these lines. When, 
and how, was that prophecy ful- 
filled? First, on Lady Day, An- 
nunciation Day, when Gabriel came 
to Mary with that wonderful mes- 
sage, and when she made that un- 
paralleled act of submission and 
consent, “Be it done unto me ac- 
cording to Thy word.” Then God 
came suddenly to His Temple in 
Mary’s womb—‘“an habitation for 
the Lord of Hosts, a dwelling-place 
for the God of Jacob.” 

And, secondly, He-came on His 
Presentation day. Who were in 
the Temple then? As far as we 
know, not many. Mary, Joseph, 
Simeon, Anna, the high priest, and 
the Infant Jesus, the Lord Who 
dwelleth not in Temples made by 
hands, but Who yet, as on this day, 
suddenly came to His Temple. 
And still, ever and again, at our 
baptism, at Mass, at Holy Com- 
munion, He comes to us who are 
His Temples. “Know ye not that 
your bodies are the Temples of the 
Holy Ghost?”. And if we have 
sought Him in life, then, once 
again, He will “suddenly come to 
His Temple” at the hour of death, 
when we sing, like holy Simeon,

HE Catholic Church in the 
United States is the only reli- 
gious organization which operates 
an international News Service. This 
service was inaugurated by the 


Catholic Hierarchy of America, and 


is still in part subsidized by the 
Bishops jointly. The Service is 
distributed through the Catholic 
Press Association, comprised of the 
publishers of most Catholic week- 
lies in cur country. Everyone who 
knows the value of this Service is 
amazed at the tardiness with which 
Catholics are waking up to its im- 
portance and usefulness. At least 
there is an inexcusable indifference 
towards the Catholic Press on the 
part of those who actually need 
it most. 
The Best Parishioners 

If the priest will take a survey 
of his parish to ascertain who are 
subscribers to, and regular readérs 
of, a Catholic paper, he will dis- 
cover that they aré, for the most 
part, his best parishioners, who 
would likely persevere as good 
Catholics whether they ever read a 
Catholic paper or magazine or not. 

He would discover, on the other 
hand, that every form of secular 
and faith-destroying literature 
reaches the homes of his careless 
people, who, therefore, are in vast- 
ly greater need of the Catholic lit- 
erature than the others. , 

Which secular magazine, no mat- 
ter by what name it may be known, 
does not carry many articles with- 
in the year, calculated to shock 
one’s faith and destroy one’s lofty 
moral ideals, and advocate social 
movements, which would not stand 
the test of the gospel? 


OUR SUNDAY VISITOR, which 
reaches more Catholic homes than 
any other Catholic paper in the 
world, was conceived of the need of 
reaching the millions of Catholic 
homes hitherto unreached by other 
Catholic papers and periodicals.

Are in Permanent 
Institutions 


RITING in the SATURDAY 

EVENING POST for January 
7th, Frank J. Vanderlip analyzes 
the state of mind of the man or 
woman who has money to invest. 
After making the bold statement 
that investments, as commonly 
made, are seldom secure, and never 
over a long period of time, he rep- 
resents that most investors run 
senseless risks by thinking more of 
a large interest rate, or dividends 
or profits, than of the safety of 
their principal. A long time in- 
vestment in any business enter- 
prise is imperilled by the rapid 
changes due to new inventions, new 
means of production and distribu- 
tion, and even to the constant fear 
of a new social order. 


The investor should surely want 
security first. But he rarely in- 
vests after a thorough study of the 
security under consideration. He 
either follows the crowd, in the no- 
tion that if others are buying he 
should buy, or his investment is 
based on some tip that he will have 
received from another. In _ fact, 
Mr. Vanderlip makes the astound- 
ing statement: | 

“It would not be far out of the 
way to say that ninety-nine per 
cent of every adult’s day is more 
or less governed by motives look- 
ing toward increasing income and 
holding down expenses, while an 
average of the odd one per cent is 
all that is given to serious and ef- 
ficient study of the securities for 
which he exchanges his savings.” 

What is a Good Investment? 


Now what may be regarded as 
an investment in a permanent or- 
ganization? Do you know of any- 
thing more permanent, despite oc- 
casional persecutions which take 
place in some countries, than the 
Catholic Church? 


Numerous church buildings erect- 
ed one hundred or more years ago 
in the United States are still in 
use. Nearly every diocese has 
grown faster than the population 
of the country at large. Loans to 
Catholic institutions have had a 
better record during the present de- 
pression than any other loan of 
which we know. 

Many Insurance Companies re- 
gard Catholic church loans as of 
the. best, but they always place 
their loans through district repre- 
sentatives, who must command a 
commission. There are also several 
houses in every large city which 
sell Catholic securities, including 
those of hospitals and other private 
institutions. 

We have no word to say against 
most of these, although some have 
dealt very dishonestly with individ- 
uals. But we would prefer to see 
people loan their money direct to 
the Bishop of the diocese, so that 
parishes might benefit by a lower 
rate of interest.

ment” (a culpa et a poena)? Does 
this not show that an indulgence was 
regarded as a pardon of sin? It is 
true that this mediaeval formula was 
often used, though rarely by the Ro- 
man chancery. But it was never used 
in the sense ascribed to it by Protes- 
tant writers, as meaning the remis- 
sion of the guilt of sin through an in- 
duigence. Addressed to Catholics who 
understood the meaning of an indul- 
gence, the formula always implied 
the previous remission of the guilt 
of sin through the sacrament of pen- 
ance. 


In order that I may not appear to 
be asking our non-Catholic reader to 
accept this explanation on my author- 
ity, I shall cite the words of a con- 
temporary of Luther. While I have 
before me the writings of over a doz- 
en authors of the thirteenth, four- 
teenth, and fifteenth centuries ex- 
plaining the writs of indulgences in 
the sense just mentioned, I shall quote 
but one, allowing him to speak for all. 
I choose John of Palts, for the three- 
fold reason that he was authorized to 
preach the Jubilee indulgence under 
Pope Alexander VII, because he was 
a fellow religious of Luther, and be- 
cause his explanation is accepted as 
eorrect even by Brieger, one of the 
most hostile of all Protestant writers 
on the question of induigences. 


“Properly speaking,” writes Palts, 
“in virtue of an indulgence no one is 
ever absolved from punishment and 
guilt, but from punishment only. 
However, it is commonly said that 
during the Jubilee one is absolved 
from both—a poena et culpa. And 
that saying is true, because a Jubilee 


Ts more than a mere indulgence; it 


includes authority to confess and ab- 
solve and together with this power to 
remit punishment by way of indul- 
gence. In this way it includes the 
sacrament of penance and together 
with it an indulgence properly so 
called. For the clearer understand- 
ing of the aforesaid, it must be noted 
that the term indulgence may be tak- 
é€n in one of two ways. In one way, 
in so far as it properly signifies the 
mere remission of punishment, and 
in this sense it does not imply the 
remission of guilt; and in another 
Way, in as much as in a wider sense 
it stands for the Jubilee, or for the 
letter including the Jubilee, and then 
it extends itself to the remission of 
sm. And the reason is that usually 
when the Pope grants a Jubilee, he 
does not concede a simple indulgence, 
but also the faculty of confessing and 
And in this 
way the guilt is taken away by the 
sacrament of penance, which there 
intervenes; while the punishment is 
canceled by the indulgence, which is 
there granted.” (Brieger, p. 88) 

The alleged sale of indulgences, 
the numerous abuses which grew up 
around them, and their bearing upon 
the religious upheaval of the six- 
teenth century are questions which 
demand fuller treatment than is pos- 
sible within the limits of this article. 
They, along with the historical origin 
of the practice of indulgences, will be 
discussed in a subsequent issue. 

Suffice it to say here that the doc- 
trine of indulgences while perhaps 
not explicit in holy Scripture is at 
least implicit therein. It is likewise 


being subversive of true repentance 
and purpose of amendment, it stimu- 
lates the arousal of these subjective 
dispositions by stressing their neces- 
sity for the gaining of an indulgence. 


An Incentive to Virtue 


The official teaching of the Church 
on the subject is thus expressed by 
the Council of Trent: “Since,” says 
the Council, “the power of conferring 
Indulgences was granted by Christ to 
the Church, and she has, even in the 
most ancient times, used this kind of 
power, delivered unto her of God; the 
Sacred Holy Synod teaches and en- 
joins that the use of Indulgences, for 
the Christian people most salutary 
and approved of by the authority of 
Sacred Councils, is to be retained in 
the Church; and it condemns, with 
anathema, those who either assert 


the Church’s teaching. It simply af- 
firms two truths, namely, that the|m 
Church has the power to grant in- 
dulgences, and that their use is salu- 
tary. Thus it is evident that the 
Church does not crowd them upon 
any of her children. If one will ap- 


|praise the doctrine of indulgences,

Pope Stresses Need For More Subscribers In Discourse To Students Enrolled 
In Catholic Action—Terms Journalism Large Field For Apostolic Activity

Education In Journalism 


The young men, not wishing to 
give a precise answer to this ques- 
tion, replied that they were read 
widely enough. 

Pope Pius smiled and then con- 
tinued in a humorous vein: 

“Really, in my youth a clever 
man recommended to me that I 


iread newspapers but very little, 


because, he said, it was a waste 
of time. But, it is true, those were 
other times.” 


“Indeed,” the Holy Father con- 
tinued, “we have remarked with 
pleasure just now that, in your 


program of activities, you are also/|’ 


concerned with journalism. There 
is really great need of education in 
journalism among the young Cath- 
olics. There is need in our circle of 
great solicitude for our journals, 
solicitude in reading them, solici- 


s. = tude in supporting them, solicitude 


in financing them. 


“I truly believe that you are 
moderate readers of other journais 
and careful readers of all the press 
of Catholic Action, and particular- 
ly the university press—the most 
important for you because it is the 
organ of your union. But, refer- 
ring also to the Catholic Press in 
general, you would do well if you 
gave it the place of which it is 
worthy among the objects of your 
apostolate.

The Rev. Justin De-

Deceased a Former Secular Mem- 
ber of Fort Wayne Diocesan 
Clergy; Late Rites Held

After serving two months as 
pastor of SS.

Dependent Children 
Over 16 Years of Age 


San Francisco.—Aid for depen- 
dent children over sixteen years of 
age regarded as a current problem 
facing social workers throughout 
the nation, will form a major part 
of the activities of the Little Chil- 
dren’s Aid in the course of 1933. 


This announcement was made by 
the Rev. Patrick G. Moriarty, di- 
rector of Archdiocesan Catholic 
Charities, at the silver jubilee 
luncheon of the board of directors 
and auxiliary board. 


The organization has cared for 
more than 20,000 children in its 
twenty-five years of existence, 
Father Moriarty pointed out, and 
at present has more than 1,000 
children sixteen years of age and 
under in charge. 


“These children leave our juris- 
diction on reaching the age of 16,” 
Father Moriarty said, “and this is 
the greatest problem we now have 
to face. Great bands of these 
youngsters are roaming the coun- 
try. They have no parents, in 
many cases, and no one to look to 
for protection. Let it be our work 
during this coming year to aid 
these children.” 


High in his praise of the accom- 
plishments of the society, the Most 
Rev. Edward J. Hanna, Archbishop 
of San Francisco, asked God’s 
blessing upon those who have de- 
voted so much time on behalf of 
the children. 


“Leaders in Church, state and 
nation in the days to come are the 
children of today,” His Excellency 
said. “We cannot estimate the 
lasting good that comes from kind- 
ness and charity to a little child. 
There is no service in the world 
equal to the service of love, Its 
true value will never be discovered 
save by development of fine men 
and women.”

Of Civic Integrity 


Father T. P. Conlon, O.P., National 
Director, In Radio Address, 
Explains Work ond Traces 
History of Organization 


New York.—The Holy Name So- 
ciety was called “an energetic and 


active promoter of civic virtue” by 
the Very Rev. Thomas P. Conlon, 
O. P., National Director, in an ad- 
dress last Sunday broadcast na- 
tionally on the Columbia Broad- 
casting System’s “Church of the 
Air” period. 

Declaring that since “the Holy 
Name Society is a body of Catholic 
laymen who have solemnly pledged 
themselves to uphold the honor of 
God’s Holy Name in speech and 
action,” it is consistent that the 
members “must protect God’s Sac- 
red Person and defend God’s truth 
and holy institutions.” “These 
men,” he added, “dedicate them- 
selves to the establishment and 
spread of the kingdom of Christ 
in the heart of the individual and 
in the center of the home. They 
aim to: bring about the correct 
understanding and proper applica- 
tion of the teaching of Christ’s 
Gospel in social and industrial cir- 
cles.” 

“The purpose of the Holy Name 
Society,’ he went on, “is so simple 
and direct that it commands in- 
terest. It is exclusively religious 
and spiritual. It doesn’t promise 
any social advantages, nor does it 
offer any material benefits. It has 
no political ambitions or affilia- 
tions; in fact, the statutes of the 
Holy Name Society absolutely for- 
bid the discussion of any subject 
of an exclusively political nature 
at any meeting of the Society. 

“Everything within this great 
spiritual organization of more 
than two million active Catholic 
laymen is directed towards the pro- 
fession of that grand religious

Who bears the Holy Name.”

In his address Supreme Director 
Donahue stressed the fact that the 
purpose of the meeting was to 
spread the ideals and principles of 
Columbianism and to make known 
to all Catholic men the desire of 
the order to further its great work 
of humanity and patriotism. “The 
Knights of Columbus are known 
most favorably throughout the 
civilized world for the splendid 
work they have done in behalf of 
their fellowmen and for the spread 
of Catholic ideals. Founded by a 
humble priest in a New England 
city with a small group of laymen, 
many of whom had served in the 
Civil War, the first Council was 
erected in 1883 under the name of 
San Salvador. Permitting only 
good practical Catholic laymen to 
enter its ranks, it has spread the 
doctrines of love of God and coun- 
try throughout the nation and pro- 
pagated the virtues of Charity, 
Unity, Brotherly Love and Patriot- 
ism. Starting slowly at first, it 
spread throughout our country 
within its first twenty-five years 
and today on its fiftieth anniver- 
sary it is seen entrenched through- 
out Canada, Panama, the Philip- 
pines and Mexico, with over 2,250

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URGES RELIGION IN EDUCATION 

It is extraordinary that the first public pronounce- 
ment of the new Governor of New York Herbert H. 
Lehman, who is a Jew, should deal with the subject of 
religion in education. 

In an address before the Jewish Educational Asso- 
ciation very recently Governor Lehman said: 


“At this particular time courage and morals 
are sorely needed in our fight against conditions 
which must and will be overcome. 

“Spiritual leadership certainly should include 
religious training and religious education. It must 
apply to adults and children alike. Many of those 
of us who have reached manhood or womanhood 
appreciate the importance of spiritual values and 
wish to supplement our lives with these values. That 
will not be true, however, in the case of the young- 
er generation, unless we charge ourselves with the 
duty of providing them with a proper and adequate 
religious education. | 
“Our children, in addition to the secular educa- 
tion they receive from the public schools, are entitled 
to the opportunity of securing religious education. 
The State and its subdivisions provide secular edu- 
cation. It is the duty of the various religious groups 
of our population to provide a religious training 
for these children.’’ 


A FIVE-YEAR PLAN TO ROB PEOPLE 
OF RELIGION 

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, President of Columbia, 
who is also President of Carnegie Endowment ‘for In- 
ternational Peace, recently made public a “Five-year 
plan of Atheism”’ to be launched by the Soviet Govern- 
ment of Russia. Dr. Butler claims that the government 
has never published the details of this plan in full. The 
Decree, according to the President of Columbia, became 
effective last May, and was published in part in a jour- 
nal whose sole purpose is to wage a “Fight Against Re- 
ligion.” During the first year of this five-year effort 
all religious schools are to be closed completely, including 
seminaries. Beginning with the sécond year the edict 
provided that “from May first, 1937, there shall not 
remain a single house of prayer in Soviet territory. The 
very concept of God will be expelled from the Soviet 
Union as an instrument to oppress the working masses.” 

During the year 1933 there is to be organized a 
drive against religion in the home, and it is hoped that 
“by October Soviet institutions will be purified through 
the absence of persons holding religious beliefs. The 
printing of religious books and brochures and reviews 
fer the use of religious bodies will be rigorously for- 
bidden. The preparation of objects necessary to re- 
ligious worship will be punished with extreme severity. 
Special attention will be given to the inculcation of “in- 
telligent irreligion into the psychology of the masses.”’ 
Among the things to be used are atheistic films, of 

which at least 150 have already been produced. 

The plan provides: “During the third year greater 
activity is to be organized in atheistic groups. During 
that vear all who give religious instruction who shall 
not have renounced their religious post are to be ex- 
pelled from Soviet territory. 

“During the fourth year all churches, synagogues 
and houses of prayer are to be put in the hands of of- 
ficial institutions for the organization in these build- 
ings of cinemas, clubs and ‘other means of enlightened 
entertainment.’ 

: “Turing the fifth and final year, the previously achiev- 
ed results in the struggle against religious mentality 
‘will be consolidated and developed.”

Dear Bishop Noll: 

Your editorial of sometime ago, 
entitled, “What Do You Think?” 
touched upon a subject of tremen- 
dous importance. In fact, far more 
important probably than is gener- 
ally believed. 

I cannot imagine a more out-|; 
standing service that could be ren- 
dered than the encouragement of 
the layman missionary movement 
—particularly among Catholic 
boys, whether it be under the ban- 
ner of scouting or otherwise. 

Probably in most large cities, 
with the possible exception of Chi- 
cago where the Catholic Youth Or- 
ganization is functioning progres- 
sively, the very unsatisfactory sit- 
uation is the same. 

Expressed in a very few words, 
our Catholic youth in his 3,000 or 
more hours of spare time in a year 
is distinctively under privileged, 
and he is forced to find his recrea- 
tion in an environment to which 
he should not be subjected, and 
which does not promote loyalty. 
The situation in Detroit is possibly 
typical of many other cities. With 
few exceptions, we do not in our 
church or school organization pro- 
vide those things, outside of aca- 
demic and religious instruction, 
which engage interest and activity. 
For example: . manual training, 
gymnasium, watercraft and mili- 
tary training are almost entirely 
lacking; athletics are.weak and un- 
organized; hobby clubs and boy as- 
sociations are practically nil; and 
only comparatively few parishes 
have scout troops. 

Here in metropolitan Detroit, out 
of 434 scout troops, only 43 are un- 
der Catholic sponsorship. As a re- 
sult of this situation, Catholic boys 
hold membership in all manner of 
boy associations. 

We are allowing to slip through 


of training our boys in leadership. 

Another appalling angle of this 
situation is something which we do 
not take pride in, and therefore 
would not wish it to be given pub- | 
licity. In metropolitan Detroit, 
40% of the boys are Catholic, and 
in our. penal institutions for boys 
under seventeen, the population 
runs close to 60%. «There are rea- 
sons for this, some which are de- 
batable, but the bald fact remains 
that if every parish supported or- 
ganized activities for the youth, 
conditions certainly would not be as 
they are, and such activities are the 
Catholic layman’s job and can be 
carried on without adding any bur- 
den to a parish. 

Speaking specifically of scouting, 
in which I am interested, from the 
Catholic viewpoint, | feel absolute- 
ly certain in stating that no pro- 
gram of spare time activity has 
fever been devised that so captivat- 
ed and held the interest of boys to- 
ward the objective of character 
building, good citizenship and 
community service. Any objec- 
tions which may exist to this pro- 
gram can be traceable to ignorance 
of the subject. Seouting and other 
activities should be organized in

NEW YORK CITY.—The lack 


of faith is the greatest obstacle in 
the path of non-Catholics who have 
otherwise “reasoned their way” to 
an acceptance of the Catholie re- 
ligion, the Rev. Thomas J. Burns 
Said recently.

“It is because faith is a gift 
from God.

It is not that 
they may understand the Church: 
It is that God will give them the 
‘grace to embrace faith with which 
we as Catholics are born.” 


False Broadmindedness 
Delaying Conversions 


LONDON, ENGLAND.—Bishop 
Myers recently said that Catholics 
who give the impression that there 
is no essential difference between 
‘the teaching of the Catholic Church 
and that of non-Catholic bodies are 
to blame for the delay in the con- 
version of England.

What is the Catholic view- 
point concerning the religious 
persecution in Mexico and the 
diiteracy of the common peo- 
ple? 


Strictly speaking there 
should not be any Catholic 
viewpoint concerning the at- 
titude of the Government to- 
wards the Church in Mexico, 
anymore than there should be 
a Protestant viewpoint. If 
the respective viewpoints are 
different it is only because 
non-Catholics, knowing that 
the dominant religion in Mex- 
ico is Catholic, assume that 
something must be very wrong 
with the Church, and that it 
is a fight between the State 
and a religion about which 
Protestants have no special 
reason to concern themselves. 


As a matter of fact the at- 
titude of the Government 
would be no different if the 
dominant religion of Mexico 
were Methodist or Presbyter- 
ian or Baptist or Lutheran, 
provided that these churches 
did not sacrifice principle for 
the sake of pulling along with 
an anti-Christian government. 


The Governor of Vera Cruz, 
who has been the worst per- 
secutor, openly admitted a few 
months ago that he was a 
Communist. Calles, former 
President of Mexico, had sev- 
eral Communists in his Cabi- 
net. But for the past twenty 
years the heads of the Federal 
Government of Mexico, as well 
as the heads of several of the 
states, have used their office 
only for their own enrichment, 
and the Catholic Church was 
in their way because she was 
a frequent critic of the injus- 
tice and tyrannies of which 
the rulers were guilty. 


While American papers car- 
ried pronouncements of Mex- 
ico’s Government emphasiz- 
ing the desire to educate the 
people better and to liberate 
them from their oppression, 
as a matter of fact the Catho- 
lic Church alone had been ed- 
ucating the people. The cler- 
gy and Sisters were unable, 
naturally, to instruct all the 
people because the teachers 
were not numerous enough, 


but the State had made no) 
pravision for anything like’ 
compulsory or systematic ed. | 
ucation. Often a thousand or! 
two thousand peons were em- 
ployed on a single large haci- 
enda or ranch, and they were 
practically slaves of their em- 
ployers who shared their pro- 
fits with local civic rulers.

rulers and ranch owners to 
cooperate with the govern- 
ment of states and of the na- 
tion in any effort to check the 
influence of the religion which 
condemned their actions. 

Sometimes it is asked why 
Catholics do not assert them- 
selves and elect favorable 
rulers. The answer is that 
everyone who has announced 
himself for high political of- 
fice, as a friend of the Catho- 
lic Church, during the past 
twenty years, has been as- 
sassinated. The people have 
been prevented from organiz- 
ing and starting a revolution 
by the embargo on arms. From 
the time of President Wilson’s 
first term the United States 
Government has allowed a sale 
of arms to the Government of 
Mexico but to no groups with- 
in the state. 

While Mexico has not been 
as drastic and as avowedly 
Communistic as Russia the 
ultimate aim and purpose of 
both Governments are the 
same.

These people who 
listen to the word of God and try 
hard to obey become the good 
wheat in the Master’s field; those 
who listen to the devil turn out to 
be nothing but weeds. 

Now the Master lets both the 
wheat and the cockle grow until the 
harvest-time, which, in the “double” 
story, means the end of the world. 
Then the weeds must be burned 
the bad people must go to hell 
with the devil. But the Master will 
gather the wheat into His barn— 
He will take the good people to 
live with Him in Heaven. 

Jesus told this parable to remind 
the people that He was the SON 
OF GOD; that He was sent by His 
Heavenly Father; and that all those 
who want to be saved must. obey 
His teachings. For Jesus is God 
the Son, and He sits on the throne 
in the Kingdom of Heaven, at the 
right hand of God the Father.
